NEW YORK, June 22 (AP)— 
The Daily Worker, Communist

CHUNGKING, June 22 (AP)— 
Five Chinese columns are pressing

today. 

A Chinese army spokesman said 
the bulk of the Japanese forces 
at Liuchow had withdrawn north- 
eastward to Kweilin, another for- 
mer American air base city. The 
spokesman said only 1000 to 2000 
enemy troops were left behind to 
defend Liuchow. 

Maj. Gen. Robert B. McClure’s 
headquarters at Kunming said un- 
confirmed reports asserted that 
the city of Liuchow was so close- 
ly invested that its occupation 
might be a matter of hours, These 
reports said the city was burning 
and the airfield had been de- 


stroyed, 
44-Mile Advance, 

McClure’s headquarters said the 
Chinese push to within three miles 
of Liuchow, represented an ad- 
vance during the past seven days 
of 44 miles east from Ishan and 
about 20 northeast from the Ta- 
tang direction. 

The Chinese assault on the strip 
followed announcement that Chi- 
nese forces driving on Luichow 
from the west and another column 
pushing up from the southwest, 
had joined six miles southwest of 
the city. 

In southeastern Kiangsi prov- 
ince the Chinese counterattacked 
enemy troops operating in the vi- 
cinity of the important highway 
center of Anyuan, 165 miles north- 
east of Canton, and advanced to- 
ward Lungnan, another important 
communications center, 35 miles 
west of Anyuan. 

Progress on Coast. 

On the east coast, the Chinese 
asserted, a Japanese relief column 
was thrusting southward from 
Ningpo, 110 miles south of Shang- 
hai, in support of the invaders 
moving north along the coastal 
highway from Wenchow, which 
the enemy abandoned June 18. 
Chinese troops reached a point 31 
miles from Wenchow. Part of the 
Japanese forces from Wenchow 
have already been moved by sea 
to the Shanghai area, the Chinese 
said. 

A Chinese spokesman asserted 
that most of the strength of the 
Japanese garrisons at the coastal 
ports of Amoy and Swatow had 
been withdrawn. The enemy gar- 
rison strength at Amoy, originally 
about 10,000, was reduced to 2000 
to 3000, while that at Swatow, also 
originally about 10,000, was _ re- 
duced to between 1000 and 2000, 
he said.

forces from Poland. 

The Poles were convicted this 
week of diversionary activities be- 
hind Red Army lines and _ sen- 
tenced to terms ranging from four 
months to 10 years. Three others 
were acquitted. One awaits trial. 

Premier Tomasz Arciszewski of 
the exile government said the di- 
rect appeal had not yet been for- 
mally drafted. 

Denounces Trials, 

He called the Moscow trials 
political attempts to besmirch the 
London regime and pave the way 
for establishment of an authority 
that would have “little in common 
with the government visualized at 
the Crimea conference.” 

Arciszweski asserted that the 
British and American’ govern- 
ments some time ago had re- 
vealed to the Russians the names 
and functions of Polish leaders, 
who later were accused of hamper- 
ing the Red Army. 

“Those men certainly were not 
in position to engage in any plot- 
ting.” Arciszewski said, ‘They 
knew that their names and posi- 
tions were well known to the 
Soviet government.” 

The London Polish government 
has never ordered a hostile act 
against the Soviet Union, Arcis- 
zewski said. He said that because 
Russia was a great power, it is 
obvious that any hostility “never 
could be in the interest of 
Poland.” 

Answers Charges, 

Answering statements made at 
the Moscow trial that the 16 ac- 
cused Poles acted on orders from 
the London Polish government, 
the premier said: 

“All messages to the _ under- 
ground passed through British 
censorship and have for many 
months past. It is obvious that

Japs Uuged to Give Up. 

American patrols, meanwhile, 
were engaged in the grueling jobs 
of mopping up Japanese sniper 
nests on the island, destined to be 
the base for new operations 
against the Japanese. 

Clean-up squads of marines and 
infantrymen hunted over the 
charred hills of southern Okinawa 
with flame-throwers, rifles and 
demolition charges. Other Yanks 
pleaded through tank-borne loud- 
speakers for remaining Japanese 
to surrender. 

The Tokyo radio reported that 
Premier Kantaro Suzuki warned 
his cabinet an invasion of Japan 
was impending and said the people 
of Kyushu, home island nearest 
Okinawa, were prepared, con- 
vinced “the enemy will certainly 
land” there. 

The Japanese Domei news 
agency reported that two Allied 
carrier task forces consisting of at 
least five carriers and four battle- 


ships have been operating off 
Sakishima, southwest of Okinawa, 
since Tuesday, 

The enemy dispatch claimed 
Japanese suicide planes “severely 
crippled” two battleships and an 
unidentified warship off Okinawa 
last night. 


The Navy has announced that 
31 United States craft of destroyer 
size or smaller have been sunk in 
the Ryukyus campaign and 54 
other craft damaged. 

“Well Done,” Nimitz Says. 

Adm. Nimitz issued the follow- 
ing message today: 

“To the officers and men of 
all United States armed forces of 
the Pacific Ocean Areas and of 
the British Fleet who have had 
their part in achieving this im- 
portant victory: well done.” 

Nimitz issued a memorandum 
citing the value of Okinawa as 
an “inner position” from which 
United States forces can operate 
either to Japan, 325 miles dis- 
tant, or to China, a little over 400 


miles from the island. 


four points as to Okinawa’s stra- 
tegic value: 

1. It gives the United States 
a base from which to supply 
bomber and fighter cover for 
invasions either of China or Ja- 
pan—or both. 

2. It affords a naval 
anchorage. 

3. It is a forward staging area. 

4. It is important as a base 
for additional war attrition, in 
which heavy bombing and an 
air-sea blockade are the major 
weapons. 

Conical Hill Turning Point, 

Okinawa was conquered in 82 
days but the climax really came 
a month ago—the capture of 
Conical Hill. 

Its seizure enabled the Tenth 
Army to turn the eastern anchor 
of the heavily fortified Shuri de- 
fense belt. 

From then on, the Japanese 
were beaten, even with rain and 
mud in their favor. By the time 
they reached the Yaeju escarp- 
ment at the south end, even wild 
country couldn’t help. They were 
cut to pieces among forest coral 
heads. 

The Easter Sunday invasion had 
been virtually unopposed. By 
early May, the Third Amphibious 
Marine Corps of Gen. Geiger 
joined the Twenty-fourth Am- 
phibious Army Corps of Maj. Gen. 
John R. Hodge of Carbondale, 
Ill., before the heavily fortified 
Shuri line. 

Lt. Gens Simon Bolivar Buck-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 22 
(AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- | 
er, gazing across the statues of 
the Pioneer Mother and Scout 
from Liberty Memorial Hill late 
yesterday, said that America must 
give its youth adequate and full 
military training if it is to up- 
hold its position in the world. 

“Adequate and strong youth 
training” was one of three points 
he urged for the United States

“America must trust and co-op- 
erate with others, and live in a 
spirit of toleration, and we must 
live by those righteous principles 
embedded in our Constitution and 
which made us strong,” he told a 
sweltering audience on the memo- 
rial dedicated to memory of 
World War I soldier dead. 

“I’m only a simple soldier,” Gen. | 
Fisenhower said, “but I speak the | 
thoughts of many other simple | 
soldiers like myself when I tell 
you America must be guided by 
these three things, the first of 
which is strongly trained youth.” 

U. S. Soldiers’ Heritage. 

Gen. Eisenhower called attention | 
to the characters of the pioneer 
and the scout and said it was) 
their greatness that made Amer- 
ican soldiers great. He continued: 

“We must understand this in 
our future conduct with the 
world: the problems of Europe | 
and the world are our problems | 
whether we like it or not, 

“This has been called the heart 
of isolationism. I don’t believe it. 
No intelligent person can be iso- 
lationist, and the ratio of intelli- | 
gence here is high. If there are 
a few who believe we can isolate 
ourselves, he had better face the | 
facts—rockets, robots swarming, 
through the air at great speed 
and great distances.

There was sober significance in 
the simple float prepared by the 
Abilene Merchants’ Association, a 
placard on which the names of 
the aearly 3000 Dickinson county 
boys who are in the armed serv- 
ices were written.

On another float rode the boys 
who had returned to the county 
from the war wearing the Purple 
Heart for wounds received in 
action. 

Most of the floats in the parade 
today, however, honored’ the 
peaceful pursuits of pioneering in 
the west, with quiet farm folk on 
the land and noisy cowboys who 
had come in up the Chishold cat- 
tle trail. They depicted the ad- 
vent of the railroad, the growth 
of trade and industry, and the es- 
tablishment of law and order, a 
work in which “Wild Bill’ Hickok 
took part. The founding of news- 
papers was shown, and the grow- 
ing of wheat; the grasshopper 
year of 1874 and the rush of 
settlers in the ‘80s. 

School and churches were given 
their place in the parade that 
passed Gen. Eisenhower and the 
official party standing in review 
at the stand in front of the Lamer 
Hotel. 


Football Team in Parade. 


The section showing the life of 
Eisenhower included a float on 
which rode men who had played 
football with the general, back in 
the early years of the century.

The dresses won, 


Flowers were picked in a hun- 
dred gardens to decorate the 
trucks. Men worked with ham- 
mer and saw to build the plat- 
forms on which the displays were 
erected. Flags were gathered 
from everywhere. 

When all of the 95 units had 
passed the reviewing stand, the 
official party fell in behind and 
everyone moved out to Gen. Eisen- 
hower Park, on the edge of town. 
There the general was greeted by 
a 17-gun salute from four 75-mm. 
cannon, 

There Sam Heller, chairman of 
the homecoming committee, called 
the people of Dickinson county to 
order as they were packed in the 
grandstand and on the rain-green 
grass in front of the platform 
erected for the occasion, decorat- 
ed with four columns represent- 
ing the four freedoms, and the 
flags of the United Nations. 

Dr. Fuller Bergstresser, pastor 
of Trinity Lutheran Church, de- 
livered the invocation. Mayor 
Strowig spoke, as did Gov. An- 
drew Schoeppel of Kansas. C. M. 
Harger, 83-year-old editor of the 
Abilene Reflector-Chronicle, in- 
troduced Gen. Eisenhower. 

Plea Against Isolationism. 

Eisenhower made a brief plea 
against isolationism in addressing 
about 15,000 persons in the park. 

“Intelligent people are not iso- 
lationist,” he said. “We no longer 
are independent of the rest of the 
world. As a nation, we will co- 
operate with others. 

“We cannot have any more 
wars. We must first, however, 
be united within our own nation, 
then be strong enough to present #_' 
a dignified case before the coun- 
cils of the world.” 

He illustrated his point by ref- 
erence to the fact that he was 
recently made an honorary citi- 
zen of the city of New York. 

“Since I am a citizen of New 
York, that makes New Yerk part 
of you here,” he said.

OWNERS OF TNT PLANT SITE

St. Charles county property 
owners whose lands were taken 
by the government for the site of 
the Weldon Spring TNT plant are 
entitled to about $250,000 interest, 
United States District Judge 
Richard M, Duncan ruled today.

THE QUEEN MARY 
SAW NO U-BOATS 
IN 60 CROSSINGS 


Never Fired Gun at Enemy 
—Carried 600,000 Soldiers, 
Mostly | Yanks. 


NEW YORK, June 22 (AP)—In 
60 wartime Atlantic crossings— 
59 of them without convoy—the 
giant liner Queen Mary never 
sighted a submarine or fired one 
of its guns at an enemy, Commo- 
dore Sir James G. Bisset, the ves- 
sel’s captain, said yesterday. 

Bisset told reporters that the 
ship had carried about 600,000 sol- 
diers, of whom about 500,000 were 
Americans. 

He said the ship’s armament 
and guns had been removed a 
month ago, and that after the war 
it would take about six months to 
prepare it for passenger service. 

Bisset said the ship’s 29knot 
speed was its greatest protection. 

Prime Minister Churchill was a 
passenger aboard the Queen Mary 
three times. Bisset described 
Churchill as “a very pleasant 
travling companion—but some- 
what impatient at times.” 

The 81-000-ton liner probably 
will retain at least one nostalgic 
souvenir of its 500,000 GIs, he 
said—-the innumerable initials and 
dates carved in its handsome teak- 
wood railings. 


GOUROCK, Scotland, June 22 
(AP)—Fifteen thousand home- 
ward bound American servicemen 
marched today aboard the 84,000- 
ton liner Queen Elizabeth, which 
brought part of the victorious 
American army to Europe, 

Its sister ship, the Queen Mary, 
has already carried 14,000 Ameri- 
cans home.

CHAPTER 1 


Purposes and Principles 
PURPOSES. 
Article 1. 

The purposes of the United Na- 
tions are: 

1. To maintain § international 
peace and security, and to that 
end: to take effective collective 
measures for the prevention and 
removal of threats to the peace 
and for the suppression of acts 
of aggression or other breaches 
of the peace, and to bring about 
by peaceful means, and in con- 
formity with the principles of jus- 
tice and international law, adjust- 
ment or settlement of interna- 
tional disputes or situations which 
might lead to a breach of the 
peace; 

2. To develop friendly relations 
among nations based on respect 
for the principle of equal rights 
and self-determination of peoples, 
and to take other appropriate 
measures to strengthen universal 
peace; 

3. To achieve international co- 
operation in solving international 
problems of an economic, social, 
cultural or humanitarian charac- 
ter, and in promoting and encour- 
aging respect for human rights 
and for he fundamental] freedoms 
for all without distinction as to 
racé, sex, language or religion;

4. To be a center for harmon- 
izing the actions of nations in the 
attainment of these common ends. 


PRINCIPLES. 
Article 2. 


The organization and its mem- 
bers, in pursuit of the purposes 
stated in Article 1, shall act in 
accordance with the following 
principles: 

1. The organization is based on 
the principle of the sovereign 
equality of al] its members. 

All members, in order to in- 
sure to all of them the rights and 
benefits resulting from member- 
ship, shall fulfill in good faith the 
obligations assumed by them in 
accordance with the present char- 
ter, 

8. All members shall settle their 
international] disputes by peaceful 
means in such a manner that 
international peace, and security, 
and justice, are not endangered. 


4. All members shal! refraig in 
their international relations from 
the threat or use of force against 
the territorial integrity or political 
independence of any member or 
state, or in any other manner in- 
consistent with the purposeg of the 
United Nations. 


5. All members shall give the 
United Nations every assistance in 
any action it takes in accordance 
with the provisions of the present 
charter, and shall refrain from 
giving assistance to any state 
against which the United Nations 
is taking preventive or enforce- 
ment action. 


6. The United Nations shall in- 
sure that states not members act 
in accordance with these princi- 
ples so far as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of interna- 
tional peace and security. 


7. Nothing contained in the 
present charter shall authorize the 
United Nations to intervene in 
matters which are essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction

CHAPTER 2 


Membership 
Article 8, 


The original members of the 
United Nations shall be the states 
which, having participated in the 
United Nations Conference on In- 
ternational Organization at San 
Francisco, or have previously 
signed the declaration of the Unit- 
ed Nations of Jan. 1, 1942, sign 
the present charter and ratify it 
in accordance with Article 82. 


Article 4. 


1. Membership in the United Na- 
tioms is open to all other peace- 
loving states which accept the ob- 
ligations contained in the pres- 
ent charter and which, in the 
judgment of the organization, are 
able and willing to carry out 
these obligations.

Article 7.

2. In discharging these duties 
the security council shall act in 
accordance with the purposes and 
principles of the United Nations.

Production was halted at the 
Monsanto (Ill.) plant of the Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. and 1200 em- 
ployes were thrown out of work 
when some 20 warehouse checkers 
went out on strike and posted 
pickets at the plant gates. 

The Carter Carburetor Co. plant 


‘at 2840 North Spring avenue was 
shut down when 2700 production 
‘workers walked out. 


Two thousand employes of the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. at 
Crystal City, Mo., went out on a 
strike which affected other plants 
employing 15,000 workers in eight 
states. 

Sixty Quit at Power Plant. 

At the Venice power plant, 60 
maintenance workers resorted to 
an unauthorized strike to protest 
against the company’s selection of 
a supervisor whom the strikers 
regarded as an inexperienced tem- 
porary employe. But the men 
were persuaded to return to work 
three hours later and let the 
United States Conciliation Service 
handle the dispute. 

The Venice plant furnishes 
about one fifth of the electricity 
used in the St. Louis area, and 
both Ordnance District officials 
and leaders of Local 148, AFL Op- 
erating FE-ngineers, pleaded with 
the men to go back to work be- 
fore suc:, war plants as the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant and the 
Emerson Electric Manufacturing 
Co. turret plant were deprived of 
power. 

Following a conference at the 
plant this afternoon it was an- 
nounced that there had been no 
settlement of the cause of the dis- 
pute, which will be referred to 
the War Labor Board through the 
Chicago regional office of the Fed- 
eral Conciliation Service. Repre- 
sentatives of the _ strikers, the 
management, the St. Louis Ord- 
nance District and the Conciliation 
Service participated in the con 
ference. 

Power output at Venice * was 
slightly curtailed by the walkout, 
but Union Electric made up the 
deficit by throwing the’ Cahokia, 
Ashley street and Bagnel dam 
plants into the breach, and there 
was no reduction in power to con- 
sumers. The end of the walkout 
prevented a paralyzing curtailment 
of power such as that which re- 
sulted from a similar strike at 
Venice in May, 1944. 

J. W. McAfee, president of 
Union Electric, said the com- 
pany’s contract with the union 
gave management sole right to 
select supervisory personnel. The 
man whose selection was objec- 
tionable to the strikers is a mem- 
ber of the union, he added. 


Monsanto Strike Unauthorized. 


Otto Butler, international vice 
president of the AFL Chemical 
Workers’ Union, termed the Mon- 
santo strike unauthorized. The 
warehouse checkers considered a 
warehouse laborer “insubordinate” 
and were dissatisfied with the 
management’s failure to remove 
the worker, he said. The com- 
pany said it was conferring with 
a union grievance committee about 
the dispute when the posting of 
picket lines halted negotiations. 

Hiram P. Gensler, international 
representative of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
termed the Carter strike unau- 
thorized. He said it resulted from 
workers’ belief the company was 
unnecessarily delaying several ar- 
bitration cases. 

The walkout at Crystal City 
came after the workers, balloting 
in a National Labor Relations 
Board election a week ago, voted 
unanimously to strike. The elec- 
tion climaxed weeks of negotiating 
on a new contract.

$38,500,285,951 Supply 
Bill Goes to House for 
Overwhelming Attack 
in Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, June 22 (AP)— 
A $38,500,285,951 War Department 
ply bill went to the House floor 
m@eay with an Army promise to 
speed victory over Japan by “an 
overwhelming application of 
force.” 

Its approval by the Appropria- 
tions Committee, accompanied by 
publication of three weeks of tes- 
timony by high army officials who 
foresaw devastation for Japan 
more awful than that which bat- 
tered the Nazis to their knees. 

Testimony of Gen. George C. 
Marshal, chief of staff, and Gen. 
H. H. Arnold, head of the air 
forces, disclosed plans to use 1000 
B-29s daily in the Pacific war and 
to drop 2,700,000 tons of bombs in 
the Far East in the fiscal year 
starting July 1. That figure com- 
pares, Marshall said, with 1,555,000 
tons rained on Europe from 1942 
to 1945. 

In contrast to previous war 
years, the generals left much of 
their closed-door testimony in the 


printed record. 

The funds voted by the com- 
mittee represented a cut of $586,- 
810,000 from budget estimates and 
a reduction of $9,692,492,313 from 
money made available tothe Army 
during the current fiscal year. Of 
the total, $21,376,283,400 represents 
new appropriations, $8,885,501,051 


KAUFMANN WRITES 


OF MAYORS’ RIGHTS 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann took 
up the cudgel for democracy, free 
speech and the rights of down- 
trodden mayors today in a letter 
to the city councilmen of Dear- 
born, Mich., protesting against 
their passage Wednesday of an 
ordinance which bars Mayor Or- 
ville L. Hubbard of that city from 
all contacts with the public. 

Describing the ordinance as “a 
serious threat to American democ- 
racy,” Kaufmann told the coun- 
cilmen that “from time immemo- 


rial it has been the happy privi- 
lege of mayors to welcome new- 
comers to their communities, make 
farewell speeches to inductees, at- 
tend soirees, open fish frys, kiss 
babies, toss out the first baseball 
of the season and issue proclama- 
tions in observance of be kind to 
mother-in-law month, pretzel week 
or use-your-own-toothpick day.” 

“It is difficult: indeed for me to 
believe that your august body can 
be so naive as to attempt to curb 
this time-honored custom,” he 
concluded. “Here’s hoping you will 
speedily take steps to rescind this 
oafish action against our most 
sarcosanct of civil liberties.”

ments telling what forces each 
can supply on council call. No 
member can legally bar council- 
directed passage of United Na- 
tions troops across its territory. 
The council can begin functioning 
as soon as enough agreements 
are signed (meaning those by the 

Big Five) to give it essential 
forces. 

Any state may sit with the 
F council when its forces are to be 
used, even though it is not a mem- 
ber. This and several other pro- 
visions are newly put in to meet 
demands of middle and small pow- 
ers. 

Regional defense arrangements 
are given wide latitude. Special 
treaties against resurgence of en- 
emy states (French-Russian pact, 
for example) are exempted from 
control of the council indefinitely. 
Regional defense systems like the 
pan-American may operate for the 
protection of members any time 
they are attacked, although the 
council may step in at any time. 

Arrangements for international 
economic and social co-operation— 
Bhe economic and social council 
of 18 members elected by the as- 
sembly has. objectives at once 
more numerous and specific than 
the Dumbarton Oaks plan _ set 
forth, including promotion of such 
things as full employment, educa- 
tion and health. 


Secretariat—This is the working 
staff of the organization, headed 
by a secretary general. 

Amendments—Two-thirds of the 
membership including all the big 
powers would have to agree to all 
amendments before they could be- 
come effective, If there has not 
been a revision conference on the 
charter in 10 years the assembly 
at its tenth annual meeting must 
consider calling one. (This was 
demanded here by the small na- 
tions because they want another 
crack at the veto voting formula 
in the’ security council after they 
have had a chance to see how it 
works out.) 

Transitional Arrangements—Un- 
til the council is a going concern, 
backed by force, responsibility for 
joint maintenance of peace and 
security falls upon the United 
States, Russia, Britain and China, 
which signed a pact to that effect 
at Moscow in 1943. The security 
council can take over as soon as 
it is able to do so. But there is 
an express provision that mea- 
sures against enemy states—such 
as Allied occupation of Germany 
—may not be interfered with by 
the international organization. 

Trusteeships—This covers sev- 
eral] chapters not in the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks plan at all. At the 
head of the system would be a 
council composed of all countries 
administering trusteeships plus an 
equal number of non-administer- 
ing countries which would have 
to include Russia and China, One 
chapter sets up moral, political 
and economic standards for gov- 
erning colonial peoples. Another 
sets up standards for all depend- 
ent areas put under trusteeships. 
Self-government is stated as the 
ultimate political objective. 

There would be two kinds of 
trusteeships—first, strategic, con- 
sisting of islands or areas which 
the great powers developed as 
military bases (United States-held 
Pacific islands for instance) which 
would be under exclusive control 
of the administering power; and,

He Says War Must Be Displaced as ‘Chief 
Business’ of Reich—Urges U. S. Action 
for Stable World Economy, and Tolerance 
and Fairness in Dealings With Russia.

ment, Beruch said that if the 
German nation 1 not controlled 
and transformed, ‘we face a cer- 
tainty that Germany will make a 
third try to conquer the world.” 

With regard to war criminals, 
he proposed that members of the 
German general staff, the Nazis, 
Junkers, war industrialists and 
war financiers, geopolitikers and 
fnembers of the Gestapo be im- 
pressed into labor battalions to 
work for Russia and other coun- 
tries in a labor reparations pro- 
gram. 

Ale urged that America use its 
productive resources in establish- 
ing a nev peaceful economic equi- 
libiium: and suggested that “to 
uniry all of thea many peace prob- 
lemar inte one whole, integrated 
with the Pacific war, all govern- 
mental agencies dealing with 
these matters must be stream- 
lined uncer a top group acting as 
a focus of decision for recommen- 
dations to the President.” 


Assails Defeatism. 


He termed unjustified the “de- 
featism that prevails in the minds 
of some,” pointing out that at the 
close of any great war “there are 
always some who despair of the 
future. We have only to learn the 
lesson of these two world wars 
and work at the peace, and we 
need not fear what the future 
holds in store for us— a new cave 
age of bomb shelters, or pros- 
perity and security for ourselves 
and our children.” 

“What is to be done with Ger- 
many,” he said, “holds the key to 
whether Russia, Britain and the 
United States can continue to get 
eglong. It will affect profoundly 
the jobs and livelihoods of every- 
one, everywhere, for none of the 
economic problems of the peace 
can be solved except in the light 
of German reparations policy and 
the measures taken to demilitarize 
Germany's traditional war econ- 
omy. 

Discussing the need to fill in 
and enlarge the Yalta agreément, 
he said it is not enough to say, 
“We want an economically weak 
Germany.” This program should 
be sufficiently specific — industry 
by industry—that all of the occu- 
pying nations know they have 
agreed to the same thing. “It 
should be put into writing and 
made public. Until such a pro- 
gram is given common acceptance, 
the basis for peace in Europe will 
be lacking,” he said. 

“Any effective approach to the 
German question, it seems to me, 
must begin by recognizing one in- 
escapable fact—there is no blink- 
ing a thorough overhauling of Ger- 
many’s economy, for the simple 
reason that there is no ‘normeicy’ 
to return to in Germany except 
war-making. Whether one wants 
to be ‘nice’ or ‘harsh’ to Germany 
makes no difference. War must be 
displaced as Germany’s chief busi- 
ness.” 


Baruch’s Recommendations. 


Baruch recommended: 

1. The earliest definite settle- 
ment of what is to be done with 
Germany. 

2. Destroying “once and for 
all’ German economic domina- 
tion of Europe, eliminating its 
war-making potential, shifting 
many of its plants to friendly 
countries and destroying all oth- 
er heavy industry, breaking up 
the Junkers’ estates, controlling 
exports and imports, and root- 
ing out German assets and busi- 
ness organizations all over the 
world. 

3. Building up the strength of 
the United Nations through “pri- 
orities for peace to the peoples 
Germany tried to destroy” to 
establish a new equilibrium. 

4. Using the German settle- 
ment as a basis for a compre- 
hensive, all-embracing agree- 
ment with Russia on the major 
peace problems. 

5. Putting the agreement with 
Russia and with other nations 
in writing and making agree- 
ments public in full detail. 

6. Tightening peace - making 
machinery at home to give the 
effect of a “general staff for 
peace.” 

7. Adopting a role of tolerance 
and fairness in dealing with 
Russia, nd asking that the 
ining len us to do what 
we permit them to do, for a 
“free look-see for all the United 
Nations throughout Europe.” 

8. Trying to persuade those 
nations which still refuse to 
recognize Soviet Russia to do so. 


For Maximum Reparations. 


9. Fixing reparations at the 
maximum within Germany’s ca- 
pacity to pay, consistent with 
security, and not undercutting 
living standards by forcing ex- 
ports. “Russia and other coun- 
tries are entitled to labor rep- 
arations, particularly if@hey will 
include in their labor battalions 
the principal war-makers—the 
Nazis, the Gestapo, Junkers, the 
general staff, geopolitikers, war 
industrialists, war financiers— 
leaving the ordinary peasants 
and workers.”

Questioned by Committee.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Seemingly your paper has aroused 
great interest and the willingness of 
thousands of St. Louisans and out-of- 
town people to see the exhibit of life- 
size German atrocity pictures in your 
annex building. May I suggest that 
through your powerful St. Louis daily 
and through the press generally and the 
radio and magazines, public sentiment 
be aroused to make it possible for this 
exhibit to be shown in every village, 
town and city so that everyone will 
memorize your slogan, “Lest We Forget.” 

Many thousands, especially the isola- 
tionists here and elsewhere, have looked 
upon the stories of German atrocities, 
of the extermination of peoples by vari- 
ous forms of torture, as merely propa- 
ganda. Now, there is hardly any ques- 
tion that the thousands who have seen 
your exhibit and also those who saw the 
motion pictures at Kiel Auditorium real- 
ize that the stories of atrocities in Po- 
land and at Buchenwald, Dachau and 
the other murder factories are a tragic 
fact and one that should be well re- 
membered when dealing with Germany. 

May I also suggest that these pictures 
should be shown to the Germans, young 
and old alike, periodically by the Allied 
authorities in Germany itself, and that 
the German people be compelled to see 
them. A great many Germans have 
never seen'the actual sights, and they 
should all be made to realize and re- 
member to what depth the “master race” 
has sunk, and what destruction and bar- 
barities their hands have wrought upon 
millions of innocent and helpless human 
beings in a civilized world. 

I express my appreciation to Mr. 
Pulitzer and the staff of the Post- 
Dispatch for all the work of putting on 
this exhibition and giving me and the 
thousands of people in this community 
‘an opportunity to see it. I do hope that 
the people of the other parts of the 
United States will have the same oppor- 
tunity.

For the Restaurant Bill 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Why is there so much opposition fo- 
menting in ‘St. Loués against an ordi- 
mance to clean up the restaurants? This 
ordinance places in the hands of the 
Health Commissioner the responsibility 
of licensing and regulating sanitation re- 
quirements. A survey made by the 
United States Public Health Service has 
told us that St. Louis is below grade. 
What, then, could possibly obstruct the 
passage of an ordinance to remedy such 
conditions? What more proof do we 
meed before the Board of Aldermen 
passes this ordinance? 

From a health standpoint alone, is it 
not important for the people of St. Louis 
to have legislation that will adequately 
protect them against unwholesome or 
adulterated foods, filth, disease or other 
resulting consequences? Why shouldn't 
consumers know if any of these condi- 
tions exist? 

At the present time, we do not have a 
sanitation ordinance covering restau- 
rants—only a regulation which is very 
inadequate and has proved unworkable. 
In case of violation, regardless of its 
seriousness, the restaurant is permitted 
to operate until the case is settled in 
court. The final decision does not rest 
in a qualified public health officer.

The Squeeze on Farmers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The farmer reads a great deal about 
being patriotic by shipping directly to 
packers and stockyards to keep his live- 
stock from getting to the black market. 
On Sunday, June 17, I shipped a fine, 
registered 2-year-old Hereford bull and 
a fine, fat 3-year-old Hereford cow to 
the Illinois stockyards. They had been 
fed corn all winter and were put on lush 
- -pasture for the past two months. 

The quotations in your paper for June 
18 were as follows: Beef bulls, good, all 
weights, $13@14; bulls, sausage, good, 
all weights, $12@13; cows, good, all 
weights $12.75@14; cows, medium, all 
weights, $10.75@12.75. 

My bull brought exactly $11.50 per hun- 
dredweight. The cow brought $12. 

The same day the returns were re- 
ceived, my wife purchased a pound of 
lamb chops at 63 cents, which turned 
out to be old canner ewe mutton chops 
that the packers buy for $3 to $4 per 
hundredweight. 

If Congress and the packers do not 
want the farmer to send his livestock to 
the black market, they should see that 
he gets at least the nominal quotations 
for the animals he ships. The farmer, 
against his own best wishes, inclination 
and heritage, is now forced into the 
black market in’ order to survive.

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Mr. Zaslavsky Replies 


On May 31, the Post-Dispatch printed an edi- 
torial in the form of an open letter to David 
Zaslavsky of Pravda, in reply to a frank but 
temperate article he had written concerning mis- 
understandings between the English-speaking 
Mr. Zaslavsky’s article, it 
seemed to us, opened the way, so to speak, for 
a heart-to-heart talk in which two newspapers 
could substitute plain speaking for the subtle- 
ties and double-talk of diplomatic exchange. 

Mr. Zaslavsky has now cabled the Post- 
Dispatch his reply (printed in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion) to a series of questions asked 
in the ‘May 31 editorial. He has done something 
more than that. He pleads for calm restraint 
and good-natured patience in the public's atti- 
tude toward world affairs. He assures the Amer- 
ican people that the Soviet people feel friendly 
toward them: that they did so even before the 
war; that the war has brought the two peoples 
closer together. 

In the same.-spirit of plain speaking that the 
Post-Dispatch used, however, Mr. Zaslavsky tells 
what nettles the Russians. He charges correctly 
that a section of the American press is hostile 
to Russia and does not always meet with strong 
enough rebuke on the part of Americans friendly 
to Russia. Mr. Zaslavsky refers to the Hearst 
newspapers and others, who seize upon every 
pretext to stir up suspicion and hatred between 
the two peoples. 

The Russians are extremely sensitive to Amer- 
ican newspaper criticism and have often made 
this clear. Since their own newspapers are Gov- 
ernment-controlled, they have not a complete 
understanding of our free-press principle, and 
they are puzzled and hurt by unfriendly news- 
paper articles. Mr. Zaslavsky makes plain that the 
the Russians would be reassured if powerful 
voices were heard more often in opposition to the 
poison spread by the Hearst press and others. 
It is a fair point for him to make. 

Less easy to understand is Mr. Zaslavsky’s 
point about the different ways Americans and 
Russians assess certain events. He says we are 
inclined to elevate rumors, conjectures or gossip 
to the stature of facts, and to attach great im- 
portance to things the Russians regard as trifles. 
He illustrates this by citing the questions asked 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

We do not think it is trifling to ask why Rus- 
sians have barred our officers from their front 
lines, a privilege we have been willing to accord 
to them and other allies. Valuable lessons may 
be learned by all concerned in that way. The 
Russian attitude seems to stem out of distrust, 
which is certainly not a trifling matter. Con- 
veniently for himself, Mr. Zaslavsky dodges the 
question by saying that procedure at the front 
lines is established by military authorities. That 
is not a real answer. 

The admittance of American correspondents to 
Berlin by Gen. Zhukov answers the second ques- 
tion, but it does not answer why this admittance 
was not immediate and automatic, nor why 
American reporters have been barred from other 
territory held by the Soviet Union. Mr. Zaslav- 
sky also dodges the third question, about re- 
strictions on movements of our diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, because he complains no facts are 
given. He rather airily dismisses it by saying 
that the question can be left to the diplomats, 

The Pravda writer scores a point in his answer 
to the question about the 16 arrested Poles, when 
he says that those publications which described 
them as “democratic leaders” could not back 
up their statements by facts. It now seems clear, 
from the Moscow trial, that the convicted Poles 
were agents of the anti-liberal and conspiratorial 
Polish Government-in-Exile in London. 

While the answer to our fifth question has 
been partly made by subsequent events, Mr. 
Zaslavsky is rather lofty in his statement that 
creation of a Polish government is a matter for 
the Polish people themselves. Eventually, when 
elections are held, the Polish people will decide 
for themselves, but composition of an interim 
government is a matter being largely settled for 
the Poles by the Big Three, particularly Russia. 

Mr. Zaslavsky makes the rather technical point 
that the War Crimes Commission is not strictly 
a United Nations body, but only a commission 
set up by the United States and Britain. While 
failure to accept the opportunity to join this 
commission indicates a standoffishness, Mr. 
Zaslavsky suggests the reason, and it is a good 
one. Russia doesn’t think much of the War 
Crimes Commission and has good reason for 
not thinking much of it. And we applaud Mr. 
Zaslavsky’s remark that what he is interested 
in is speedy punishment of war criminals. 

In his conclusion, Mr. Zaslavsky returns to 
his criticism of the anti-Soviet American press 
and urges Americans not to believe absurd ru- 
mors about the Russians. If Mr. Zaslavsky’s 
letter is in some respects unsatisfactory, we be- 
lieve the exchange of views has been a whole- 
some and, to a degree, valuable one. No doubt 
more such exchanges between the American and 
Russian press would help greatly to prevent and 
iron out differences between the two peoples. 
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The New Labor Relations Bill 


A strong recommendation for the labor rela- 
tions bill just proposed by Senators Hatch, Ball 
and Burton is the fact that it is patterned after 
the Railway Labor Act. That measure, passed 
in 1926, has been so notably successful that not 
one major strike has occurred on the railroads 
in the whole period of its operation, despite 
serious disputes at times over wages and work- 
ing conditions. 

Whether the same plan would operate suc- 
cessfully in all industry may be open to ques- 
tion, but certainly the basic principle—the “‘cool- 
ing-off period” provided by a specified process 
of arbitration and mediation, with a special 
board created by the President as a last resort 
—is a sound one. 

Also sound is the idea for reassembling the 
whole scattered Federal labor relations machin- 
ery into one all-over organization. This ma- 
chinery has functioned surprisingly well, consid- 
ering its character, but there have been many 
complaints of delays, red tape and unsatisfac- 
tory decisions. A new and co-ordinated setup 
obviously is highly desirable, and as speedily as 
possible. 

This, however, happens to be one of the aims 
of President Truman in his Labor Department 
shake-up. Under Lewis B. Schwellenbach, who 
will become Secretary of Labor on July Il, 
it is expected that the present labor relations 
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services will be returned to the department, for 
effective reorganization. 

The Senators sponsoring the new measure 
say they have consulted neither labor, manage- 
ment nor the President. It may be wise for the 
Senate to hold up its action until the new Labor 
Department plan begins to unfold, and it can 
be seen what additional legislation is needed,

Double-Standard Legislature 

Events this week in the Missouri Legislature 
provide an unedifying picture of our chosen 
representatives in dealing with solemn trusts. 

Without argument, the Senate approved $16,- 
525,820 for old-age assistance and aid to de- 
pendent children. The House voted to make 
old-age assistance technically available even to 
any elderly millionaire who gives his property 
to his children and lives with them. 

After long and acrimonious debate, the Senate 
grudgingly approved $2,700,000. for the 67,000 
sick and helpless Missourians who live outside 
institutions without sufficient means to subsist 
for themselves. That is substantially less than 
the additional $3,500,000 it is estimated the “lib- 
eralized’”’ old-age pension rule would cost. A pro- 
posal of $4,200,000 for direct relief, which would 
come fairly close to the anticipated needs of 
$4,900,000, was summarily brushed aside. 

The contrast was completed by Senator Francis 
Smith of St. Joseph, who pointed out that the 
same members who call the Social Security 
Commission a racket when it speaks of direct 
relief welcome the commission with open arms 
when it mentions old-age allotments. “‘Why is it,” 
he pursued, 
attractive while the unorganized destitute are so 
unappealing?” 

The question answers itself. The one group 
wields pressure and commands votes—and gets 
outrageously liberal treatment. Direct-reliefers 
are mostly too miserable to go to the polls, let 
alone do any lobbying—so they get a niggardly 
34 cents per person per day. 

It does not disturb that kind of Legislature, 
of course, that its parsimony will force some 
direct-relief recipients into State institutions at 
a cost of several dollars a day each. That en- 
largement of the institutions would only make 
more jobs for deserving Democrats and Repub- 
licans under the Senate's bill to bring a double 
standard into Missouri’s infant civil service sys- 
tem. 
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We Don’t Understand 


The only rancid appointment Mr. Truman has 
yet made—Mr. Wickard to be head of REA—was 
confirmed by the Senate yesterday. It was under 
Wickard, as Secretary of Agriculture, that REA 
suffered so many administrative difficulties. The 
same Senate which yesterday confirmed Wickard 
has also voted to move REA out of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and make it an independent 
agency—because of those difficulties. This is 
like awarding Captain’s stripes to the pirate who 
scuttled the ship. If there is any logic or wis- 
dom in the two Senate actions, we don’t get it. 
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Ode to a Diplomatic Waiter

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FIRST AID FOR A STRICKEN WORLD 


A Moscow Answer to a Post-Dispatch Editorial 


On May 31, the Post-Dispatch printed an edi- 
torial, in the form of a letter to David Zas- 
lausky, of Pravda, the Communist party news- 
paper of Moscow, asking seven questions about 
the Soviet Government's policy toward America. 
This was cabled to him, and he has replied by 
cable to the Post-Dispatch. The text follows: 


MOSCOW, June 21 (By Cable.) 


Replying to your cable, I am very grate- 
ful for the attention you have given my ar- 
ticle in Pravda and request that you excuse 
me for having, owing to pressure of urgent 
work, rather delayed my answers to the 
questions put to me in your editorial of May 
31. Fortunately, developments during the 
interval have resolved doubts. you raised. 


Incidentally, the conclusion is to be drawn 
that at present, in the intricate state of 
world affairs, one’s attitude towards events 
should be one of calm restraint and good- 
natured patience. 


I welcome your statement that “the Amer- 
can people are friendly to fhe Russian peo- 
ple.” On my part, I can. assure you that the 
Soviet people are friendly to the American 
people and were so even before the war. 


Grateful for American Aid 


The war against Fascism and defense of 
the liberty of nations, of civilization, culture 
and democracy brought the peoples of 
America and the Soviet Union still closer 
together. 


Our people highly appreciate the assist- 
ance which your great Republic rendered 
us in the days of our stern trial. The Red 
Army is proud in the knowledge that it 
performed its great mission with credit and 
not only liberated the whole territory of its 
country from a malevolent enemy, but, by 
bearing the brunt of war, saved all man- 
kind from the Fascist nightmare. 


This being the case, the American press 
and the Soviet press should experience no 
difficulty in finding a common language 
and avoiding causes for misunderstanding. 


But, unfortunately, by no means all Ameri- 
can publications, as you know, employ the 
language of friendship when speaking of 
the Soviet people. It is even more regretta- 
ble that this section of the American press 
does not always meet with merited and 
strong enough rebuff from those sections of 
the American public who desire sincere 
and lasting friendship with the Soviet peo- 
ple. This, it seems to me, is one of the rea- 
sons for misunderstandings which arise. 


True, we have latterly heard voices raised 
in the United States warning against irre- 
sponsible fomenters of enmity in the Ameri- 
can press. The more influential these 
voices are, the less the Soviet people have 
reasons for misgivings and perplexity. 


Causes of Misunderstanding 


Another cause of misunderstanding, it 
seems to me, is the different ways in which 
you and we assess certain events, You, for 
instance, are inclined to label as facts 
things we would call rumors, conjectures or 
even gossip. Furthermore, you are inclined 
to attach great importance to events which 
we regard as trifles; and, on the other 
hand, not to attach importance to events 
which to us seem of paramount importance. 


This is borne out by the questions you 
have put to me. I shall try to answer them 
Of course they are my an- 
swers and I alone bear the responsibility 
for them. I am, however, convinced that 
they are not at variance with the views of 
my colleagues and Soviet journalists in gen- 
eral. ? | 

The first question is: ‘‘Why have the Rus- 
sians rarely, if ever, admitted our officers to 
their front lines?” Procedure at the front 
lines is established by military authorities 


and they may have all] sorts of considera- 
tions of which I do not feel competent to 
judge. But of one thing I am certain, 
namely, that the sentiment of the Red 
Army toward American officers at the 
front line or anywhere eise could not have 
been and was not unfriendly. On the con- 
trary, generally known facts bear out the 
friendly feeling of our soldiers for the sol- 
diers of the Allied armies, 


But if certain misunderstandings did 
arise, what significance can be attached to 
such minor incidents as compared with the 
magnificent co-operation of our armed 
forces during the war and the truly remark- 
able co-ordination of military plans? 


The second question, “Why have Russians 
not permitted American correspondents 
freely to enter and remain in Berlin?” 


The answer to this question has already 
been given by Marshal Zhukov to American 
correspondents, I have nothing to add to it. 


About the Polish Arrests 


The third question, “Why have our Am- 
bassadors and Ministers not been permitted 
to move about freely, but rather have been 
turned back even when flying the American 
flag on their diplomatic cars?” 


This question lacks all particulars re- 
quired of facts; neither names nor dates 
nor locations are given. All that we are 
told is that somebody at some time turned 
someone back. If in such cases diplomatic 
rights or privileges were violated, it would 
have given rise to documents. Let us leave 
this question to the diplomats, 


The fourth question, “Why so much se- 
crecy about the arrest of the 16 Polish en- 
voys, described in some accounts as demo- 
cratic leaders, and in other accounts as 
spies and saboteurs?” 


Anti-Soviet publications which described 
the 16 arrested Poles as “democratic lead- 
ers” did not and could not back their 
statement with any facts. Announcements 
made by official Soviet sources were based 
on facts which demanded judicial investiga- 
tion. No army in the world would tolerate 
the activity of sples and saboteurs in its 
rear. The Soviet people have the fullest 
confidence in and deepest respect for their 
judicial investigating authorities. As we 
know, preliminary investigation having 
been completed, the 16 Poles are now be- 
ing tried by a military tribunal of the Su- 
preme Court of the U.S.S.R. 


For Action on War Criminals 


The fifth question, “Granting Russia's 
right to border security, why has it not 
been possible, in the light of the Yalta 
agreement, for a new Polish provisional gov- 
ernment to be set up, including Mikolajczyk 
or other men of his type?” 


As we know, this question is now being 
decided in Moscow in consultation with 
Polish democratic leaders in which Miko- 
lajczyk and others are partaking. I don't 
know how the question will be settled, but 
your formulation of it is obviously based 
upon a misconception. The position of the 
Soviet Government is that creation of a 
Polish government is a matter for the 
Polish people themselves. The Allied 
powers, as the Crimea conference decided, 
can only assist them in this step. That is 
the aim of work so auspiciously begun. 

The sixth question, “Why have not the 
Russians joined the United Nations War 
Crimes Commission?” 

I am not aware of the existence of such 
a commission. There is a commission set 
up by Great Britain and the United States, 
but the Soviet Union is no more obliged to 
enter it than the United States and Great 
Britain are to enter a commission set up 
by the Soviet Union. 


A cémmission of the United Nations has 


not yet been formed. Why, I am just as 
much entitled to ask you as you are to ask 
me. I have no doubt that such a commis- 
sion will be formed. But I am not interest- 
ed so much in its creation as in speedy pun- 
ishment of war criminals. As you know, 
conceptions of certain British and Ameri- 
can jurists have evoked trenchant and, in 
my opinion, merited criticism in the Amer- 
ican and British press. 


I think the American press would per- 
form a great service to the common cause 
of punishing the enemies of mankind if it 
brushed aside all legal pettifoggery and 
insistently propagated the necessity for 
swift, stern and just trial of all war crim- 
inals, 


Bad San Francisco Atmosphere 


The seventh question, “Now that the war 
in Europe is over, could not Premier Stalin 
come to the United States for the next 
meeting of the Big Three? Such a visit 
by him would help greatly toward removing 
misunderstanding.” 


I heartily sympathize with the desire of 
the American people to welcome in their 
country the great leader of the Red Army 
and the Soviet people, but I don’t think that 
these are questions for a journalist to dis- 
cuss. 


One final remark. We Soviet journalists 
are surprised at the atmosphere created 
around the San Francisco conference. We 
cannot complain of any lack of hospitality 
or friendship on the part of the American 
people. On the contrary, we highly appre- 
ciate their sympathy for our country, which 
has been demonstrated so often and so 
vividly. All the same, the press created an 
atmosphere around the conference rather 
of a noisy affair than of a business-like 
meeting. Moreover, certain American pub 
lications did not stop at calumniating and 
distorting the position and utterances of 
the Soviet delegation, 


Warns Against Absurd Rumors 


You have asked me to expresg myself 
frankly. I think I have not abused your 
courtesy. Franknesg is characteristic of 
both our peoples, Let me then say in all 
frankness that the key to mutual under- 
standing is a critical attitude toward ru- 
mors, conjectures and gossip with which 
American newspapers are filled, 

If we accept as gospel] only authenticated 
facts, the number of misunderstandings will 
be considerably lessened. How many lies 
were spread about us and our country both 
before the war and during the war! And did 
these lies meet with the repudiation they 
deserved in a press friendly to us? Not 
always. The motto of the professional slan- 
derer is, “Throw enough mud and some is 
bound to stick.” But, no mud must be al- 
lowed to stick. 

Don't believe absurd rumors about us. 
Don't attach importance to trifles. 
Give greater weight to the fact that during 
the world war the democratic powers in 
their fight against Fascism found ways and 
means of effective co-operation. The fight 
against Fascism is still on. Vital interests 
of our nations demand that governments 
and all leading circles continue to co-

I, who had always felt Prague 
to be one of the most spiritually 


“American” cities in Europe, and 
my husband, who was at home 
here and most happily, felt for- 
eign, and not only did we, but 
many people who spent the war 
vears abroad, including the men 
in the Czechoslovak army, have 
the same feeling. 


A Broad-minded Country. 


The leading spirit of the first 
Czechoslovak republic and _ the 
man who gave tone to its life 
was Thomas G. Masaryk. A 
scholar, a man of cosmopolitan 
learning, a patriot with an inter- 
national outlook, an authority on 
Thomas Jefferson, and the hus- 
band of an American wife, his 
spirit breathed tolerance and 
breadth of view. And Czecho- 
slovakia, previous to the Nazis, 
was surely one of the most broad- 
minded countries in Europe. No 
other country of its size gave 
such generous haven to refugees 
from Nazi persecution in Ger- 
many itself. 

The state conferred citizenship 
upon men like Thomas Mann, Her- 
mann Budzislawski, and several 
other Germans for their vigorous 
anti-Nazi activities. That has 
changed. The six years of Ger- 
man occupation, following the 
treachery of the German minority 
in Sudeten, followed by the 
Munich agreement and afterward 
by the breach by the Germans of 
even the Munich agreement, has 
burned with corrosive fire into 
the Czechoslovak soul and turned, 
perhaps as a transitional reaction, 
their European patriotism into 
flaming nationalism. 


Hatred Against Germans. 


The spirit of the leaders, both 
political and intellectual, of the 
Masaryk tradition is co-operative 
toward all of the Allies, and they 
are anxious to preserve the equi- 
librium between them. But the 
spirit of the masses is suspicious 
and the people are isolationist in 
the sense of Czechoslovakia and 
Czechoslovakians. 

The people’s hatred of all Ger- 
mans, including those native to 
Prague, is 100 per cent and, indis- 
criminately, they wish to expel 
from the country everyone whose 


native tongue is German. They 
have interned everyone of Ger- 
man nationality who has not al- 
ready fled unless he could bring 
proof not only that he was not a 
collaborationist with the Germans, 
but that he actively worked 
against them and all during occu- 
pation. This, of course, few could 
do. After the assassination of 
Heydrich, even Czechs had to con- 
fine their opposition to a passive 
resistance—something which can- 
not be easily documented. 


The Czechs’ admiration for the 
Russians, as contrasted with the 
Americans, who hold only a smal! 
zone in this country, is largely 
based on the conviction that the 
former were tough with the Ger- 
mans, while the latter were too 
soft. 

The fact is that the Americans 
have been very tough with every 
SS man whom they can even sus- 
pect of comnivance in crimes 
against humanity and that, in the 
Russian zone in Germany, there 
also are, according to reliable re- 
ports,:-SS men disguised in civil- 
ian clothes and who are _ not 
known. The Americans advertise 
nothing, while the Russians ad- 
vertise everything. 


Benes’s Popularity. 


On the other hand, terror in re- 
verse disquiets many Czechoslo- 
vaks, especially those who remem- 
ber more serene times. They won- 
der how this intense chauvinistic 
nationalism, so easy to understand, 
will work itself out in the long 
run and they are disturbed by the 
servile relapse of opportunism 
which invariably accompanies 
fear. Since, for instance, the 
Communist party card is escape 
from internment, the numbers of 
German-speaking citizens and 
even dubious Czechoslovaks who 
hold them is astonishing. The

private enterprise against un- 
natural restraints of monopoly, 
financial power or patent manipu- 
lations; maintain the integrity of 
the fiscal and banking structure 
by controlling prices against in- 
flation and by formulating ra- 
tional tax policies. 

Private enterprise is advised to 
do these things: Send away dis- 
missed war workers with generous 
payments; catch up on deferred 
maintenance; don't raise prices 
except when absolutely necessary 
but go after volume instead; talk 
things over with workers; start a 
systematic program to increase 
the output of workers “so that 
you can raise their wages so that 
our economy can work.”

These were the considera- 
tions which led him to agree with 
the Russians on the Elbe river ob- 
jective line. 


A Hit With the Russians. 

No sooner had the link-up be- 
tween the Russians and the west- 
ern Allies been achieved than 
Eisenhower began to make a per- 
sonal hit with the Russians as ne 
had with the British. 

The only language he knows Is 
complete frankness, which went 
well with the Russians from the 
first. His handling of the recent 
meeting at Frankfurt am Main, 
where Marshal G. K. Zhukov pre- 


hower'’s diplomacy of frankness. 
It was no time before “Ike’s” grin 
and open manner put the two men 
on a friendly basis. 

At one point, when Eisenhower 
and Zhukov were seated side by 
side at this meeting, a conversa- 
tion took place betwden them, 
which, barring the difficulties of 
translation, went like this:

Eisenhower—“Sure, send ’em 
over.

Eisenhower —“Of course not. 


Send ’em on over.”

allegorical stories of the ages. The present au- 
thor, or editor, had long been interested in the 
story. He has traced its history in Europe back 
to the beginning of the Twelfth Century and 
found versions in most of the languages of the 
continent. He also found, however, that modern 
versions were pedantic and scholarly and had lit- 
tle appeal for the average reader. So he decided 
at last to recast the story in modern, colloquial 
English—in the tempo of today. 

Perhaps the two best-known texts are those of 
William Caxton, the first English printer, and 
of Goethe, the great German poet. Harry Owens 
has used both of these in creating his modern 
version, allowing himself such liberties as are 
needed to keep the tale moving swiftly. The 
idiom is modern, yet the spirit has not suffered, 
and this speaks worlds for the author’s under- 
standing of human nature and his ability as a 
scholar. Not only Reynard, but Isengrim the 
Greedy Wolf, and Brown the Pompous Bear, and 
Hinze the Murderous Tomcat, all appear as char- 
acters whom the average reader will recognize 
without difficulty.

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A Comedy of Charm and Distinction 


It is a popular thing to believe, among a certain class of 
Americans, that the British have no sense of humor. All persons 
who cling to this out-moded and somewhat tiresome credo should 
be required to see the British-made film, “ON APPROVAL,” 
which is now being shown at the SHUBERT theater. They will 
discover, to their surprise no doubt, that the English not only 
have a sense of humor, but that they can also take and relish 
a joke on themselves, because the picture does an exquisite 
job of spoofing the upper class Englishman of the gay 
nineties. Nothing has come out of England in a long time, 

even including Anthony Eden, better designed to 

cement Anglo-American relations, 
In the first place it has a Frederick Lons- 
dale play to build upon. Then it has Beatrice 
Lillie and Clive Brook in the leading roles. Mr. 
Brook not only acts in the picture, but he di- 
rected it as well, and both jobs are little short of 
perfect. A comedy of manners, the picture's 
pace and mood are established with a prologue, done in Pete 
Smith style, introducing the characters who occasionally pause 
to talk back to the commentator and the audience. It then 
drifts pleasantly into England at the turn of the century and 
tells a story of an impoverished but proud duke, a wealthy 
but disagreeable widow, a wealthy but very agreeable Ameri- 
can girl, and another impoverished young Englishman of the 


upper classes. Miss Lillie portrays the wealthy widow, and if. 


you see the picture expecting the usual Lillie antics, you 
will be disappointed. Instead she portrays a straight role, 
in fact a very disagreeable role, and it is a tribute to her 
artistry that she can make it at the same time an amusing 
role. Her hand is sought in marriage by the poor young 
Englishman, and it is her suggestion that they spend a month 
together in her lodge in Scotland, to see if he comes up to 
scratch as a husband. He will sleep, of course, at the local 
inn. Somehow the duke (Brook) and the wealthy American 
girl get into the party also, and it is proven again that there 
is nothing like a period of isolation with a person to show him 
in his true colors. In this case four persons show themselves 
in their true colors, with highly amusing results. The picture's 
charm lies in the subtle, quiet kidding of the story, and in the 
precise, sure manner in which its principals play their roles. 
The Shubert theater’s catch-penny trick of advertising it as 
“for adults only” is in extremely bad taste. 

The other feature at the Shubert is “One Romantic Night,” 
a story based on the life of Franz Shubert, which has already 
been reviewed in this column. 


Memories of the Gangster Era 


“DILLINGER,” the current opus at the FOX theater is 
something of a cinematic freak. It pops up years after gang- 
ster pictures are supposed to run their course. It is a cheaply 
made picture, as nfoney is spent in Hollywood, and it con- 
tains no star names. It isn’t particularly well written, directed 
or acted. Yet the picture is proving highly popular with 
audiences wherever it is shown, including St. Louis. 

I find myself no more able to analyze or comprehend the 
situation than are the picture’s somewhat amazed 
producers, except to say that it moves 
swiftly through a series of pretty rough and 
‘tough episodes, and that it has a hard-boiled 
quality about it which gives it a convincing air. 
But in times like these, when we have been ex- 
posed to mass horrors which would seem to 
make gangsterism look like a Sunday School 

picnic, it is hard to understand how a picture of this 
type could have much dramatic impact upon an audience. 

This picture too opens with a prologue—a scene in a movie 
theater where John Dillinger’s father is making a personal ap- 
pearance. From the stage the old man launches the story of 
his son's life and—fadeout—we are introduced to young John 
Dillinger, portrayed as a clean looking, rather handsome boy 
from the country. His first job is a petty stick-up to get 
enough money to pay for a round of drinks. Caught, he is 
sent to prison. There he makes the acquaintance of Specs Green, 
the best bank robber in the country, who becomes his friend 
and mentor. As time passes Dillinger deposes Green as the 
leader of the gang and becomes the ruthless robber and killer 
we used to read about, just about this time 10 years ago. 
Laurence Tierney, a new-comer to the screen, gives a poker- 
faced performance which manages to convey an air of con- 
viction to the proceedings. The best performance is that of 
Edmund Lowe as Green, but az a former big leaguer he would 
naturally be a stand-out in the bush leagues. The performance 
of Ann Jeffreys as the woman who loved and finally betrayed 
Dillinger, is the weakest in this or any other picture, The story 
has no real plot, in the accepted sense of the word, and builds 
up to nothing but the death of Dillinger, which comes as an 
anti-climax. But the line at the box-office indicates that people 
love it, so who am I to quibble. 

The other feature at the Fox is called “DOCKS OF NEW 
YORK” and should serve as an object lesson for people who in- 
sist upon going to the movies. It features the “East Side Kids” 
which contains some remnants left over from the Dead End 
Kids, a story about a refugee princess and her mother who are 
hounded by some international plotters, and a fat man who 
goes about running people through with a sword cane.

Penicillin 


HE medical profession offers 
T another splendid drug to the 
public in penicillin. The sulfa 
group of drugs has done much to 
reduce infections and with the ad- 


dition of penicillin facilities for | 


controlling acute and chronic in- 
fections have been materially 
strengthened. The sulfa drugs 
passed through the use and abuse 
stage but at the present time are 
standardized with the indications, 
contra-indications and limitations 
better understood. 

Penicillin will go through this 
same phase of trial and error, ex- 
cept that the toxicity features 
are practically nil and the. idio- 
syncrasies few in number. As in 
the case of all new drugs, es- 
pecially of national reputation, the 
laity will insist on penicillin for 
everything and as a result many 
disappointments will be recorded. 
Let me give you a thumb-nail 
sketch of penicillin therapy. 

To be effective its intelligent 
use is based on accurate “bac- 
teriologic” diagnosis. In many se- 
vere infections, treatment should 
be instituted as soon as possible 
as it can be discontinued if sub- 
sequent bacteriologic examination 
proves the case not suitable for 
penicillin. No harm can be done 
with the clinical use of penicillin, 
but it is advisable under ordinary 
circumstances to check on peni- 
cillin’s specificity in its antimicro- 
bial activity. 

I feel sure there will be some 
infections that will be controlled 
only by the dual use of penicillin 
and sulfa drug. Its indications 
are many and entirely too med- 
ical for the laity understanding. 
As previously stated, bateriologic 
study determines its usefulness, 
but in general the staphylococcal 


and hemolytic streptococcal group 
of micro-organisms are the most 
susceptible to penicillin therapy. 
It has very littlee value in the 
colon bacillus group of infections. 
Owing to its remarkably low tox- 
icity, penicillin is preferred to the 
sulfa drug in the treatment of 
the severely ill and debilitated 
person in whom toxic reactions 
would give much concern. 

The dosage is moderate to high 
in volume and is given by hypo- 
dermic injections at intervals 
around the clock and is continued 
until the infection is definitely 
controlled, Any stoppage or rest- 
period is contraindicated during 
the course of treatment as it may 
retard its maximum effect because 
it is excreted rapidly and proper 
concentration is thereby interfered 
with. The contraindications are 
relatively few, if any, and none 
are noted on a toxic basis. 

There is an occasional alle:gic 
reaction (sensitization). They are 
not serious and do not warrant re- 
moval of the drug unless the al- 
lergy is unusually severe. Much is 
yet to be learned about penicillin, 
but it is unquestionably a very ef- 
fective drug in certain types of in- 
fection. Its use by hypodermic in- 
jection precludes its indiscriminate 
use by the laity as in the case of 
the sulfa drug. The sulfa drug 
is much more potent and is dan- 
gerous when used without med- 
ical supervision. Penicillin and 
the sulfa group of drugs are best 
administered under the supervision 
of your doctor. Important thera- 
peutics agents require competent 
directors to get the maximum re- 
sults.

Never- 
theless, I feel we can co-operate 
with the U.S.S.R. and its people, 
just as we do with other nations. 


I hope the Communist Political 
Association will forgive me if I 
am frank with them, What I ob- 
ject to in the American com- 
munists is not their open mem- 
bership, nor even their published 
Objectives. For years, in this 
country, they taught the philos- 
ophy of the lie. They taught that 
allegiance to the party, and ac- 
ceptance of orders from party 
heads whose interests were not 
just those of the United States, 
were paramount. 

I happen to believe that any- 
one has a right to be a commun- 
ist, to advocate his beliefs peace- 
fully and accept the consequences. 
A communist here will be—quite 
rightly, it seems to me—under 
certain disadvantages. He will 
not be put into positions of leader- 
ship. I do not believe that he 
should be prevented from holding 
his views and earning a livelihood. 

But because I have experienced 
the deception of the American 
communists, I will not trust them. 
That is what I meant when I 
said that I did not think the 
people of this country would tol- 
erate the type of American com- 
munists who say one thing and 
do another.

us are uncertain about the cor- 

rect plural forms of the ‘ful 
words. This question is typical of 
many that reach this column 
every week: “A, insists we should 
refer to ‘three cups full of flour.’ 
B. says it should be ‘three cup- 
fuls of flour.’ Now who is right?” 

To begin with, let us make clear 
that such a word as cupful is sim- 
ply a word of measure, meaning, 
“the amount that will fill a cup 
which is used in measuring.” Like 
the word carload, cupful merely 
expresses capacity. 

Now let us say that we wish to 
give a friend the recipe for a cake. 
Should we say, “sift six cups full 
of flour?” No, for “six cups full 
of flour” literally means six sep- 
arate cups, each one of which is 
full of flour. Obviously, one can- 
not sift a cup, full or empty. 

I once saw this sentence in a 
magazine story: “The old women 
carried huge arms full of flow- 
ers.” Personally, I found it very 
disturbing to think of old women 
carrying huge arms, 

Now let us serve breakfast. 
There are two of us. You have a 
cup and I have a cup. The maid 
brings the coffeepot and fills the 
cups full of coffee. The pot holds 
six cupfuls, so four cupfuls of cof- 
fee remain in the pot.

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Wet-Weather Warriors 


Usually Placid Housewives Become Dangerous With Upraised Umbrellas

(Editor’s note: A sailor, back 
in St. Louis after 31 months at 
sea, observes the wet-weather 
scene on the downtown streets.) 


St. Louis, the average man 

mentally fondles his double- 
barreled shotgun, looks out the 
window, and says: “Good weather 
for ducks.” His wife, who is a 
kindly, gentle soul most of the 
time, fondles her umbrella, looks 
out the window at the drizzling 
rain, and mutters, ‘Good weather 
for men.” Both are prompted by 
the same primeval impulse of the 
hantsman, Both, in a slightly 
varying sense, are nimrods. 

The difference is that a normal 
American man would like to take 
his gun and go into the wilder- 
ness to shoot a brace of mallards, 
while his little wife WILL go 
into the city with her umbrella 
to harry and frighten the wits 
out of a gross of men. 

While it would be illegal for a 
man to go out and shoot a rack 
of wild ducks or teal out of sea- 
son, women have some sort of 
code which allows them to man- 
stalk with umbrellas on any rainy 
day of the year. 

In the hands of an average, de- 
termined female, particularly a 
short, stout female, the umbrella 
becomes at once an ineffectual 
protection from rain for the wom- 
an and an extremely potent threat 
to the eyes, ears, and adam’s 
apples of the other 900 people 
trying to get safely down the 
street.

walk, and in the same _ instant 
manages to shake a pint of bone- 
chilling rain from the umbrella 
down the back of his collar. I, 
myself, have suffered indignities 
from the combination of a scurry- 
ing housewife and her deadly um- 
brella, and today just looking at 
an umbrella gives me a kind of 
nervous rash. 


Since the umbrella threatens ul- 
timately to undermine the very 
foundations of a sane civilization, 
let us pause for a moment and 
discover from whence comes the 
collapsible homefront hazard, this 
portable pedestrian puncturer 
which gives even  well-adjusted, 
placid folk the screaming enemies. 

Umbrellas in one form or an- 
other have always been with us, 
apparently. I blame the unscrupu- 
lous Japanese for originating the 
idea, with their silly garish para- 
sols. Even if they didn’t originate 
the idea, I still blame them for 
it. It’s just one of the minor 
bones I have to pick with the 
Japanese, 

The name seems to have started 
with the word “umbra,” meaning 
shade, a shadow. The Italians 
called the contraption an “ombrel- 
la,” I think, while the Latin word 
for it is “umbella.”. Umbrella, it 
appears, is the diminutive of um- 
bra. If the darned things were 
only that, merely a “little shade” 
which people carried along with 
them, I would be the last to com- 
plain. Bus when industry began 
to manufacture the things for pub- 
lic consumption, they had to go 
and put sharp pointed ribs and a 
strong, round-pointed tip on the 
things!

West, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 60 on score.

2 diamonds 
3 diamonds 
4 diamonds 

In my view, each and every one 
of the recorded bids was logical 
under the part-score condition, 
Now as to the play at four dia- 
monds. 

West led the spade jack, and 
South, feeling that his only chance 
to avoid the loss of one spade 
and three clubs (the club ace be- 
ing marked offside), was to de- 
pend on help from the enemy, 
put in dummy’s spade queen. He 
hoped that East, upon winning, 
would fail to return a club, and 
South then could draw trumps 
and discard a club on dummy’s 
third spade. East, however, was 
not co-operative. He took the 
spade trick and promptly shot 
back a club. Result, one down. 

The right line of play involved 
a difficult guess, but at least it 
would have given declarer a 
sporting chance—something he 
failed to give himself. The spade 
ace should be put up and the 
heart king led immediately, de- 
clarer discarding his last spade. 
West wins, and his best return is 
a high heart. Declarer ruffs wit 
any card except the four-spot, 
then leads that same four-spot. 
Now comes the guess! When 
West follows suit with the three 
declarer must decide summarily 
whether or not the ten would 
drop if dummy’s jack were played. 
With East twice bidding spades 
and once raising hearts, it seems 
likely that he held a singleton 
diamond. So declarer’s best chance 
is to play the five from dummy, 
and when it holds, to lead a high 
spade through East. _ 
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in search of more legitimate game 
—meaning unarmed males, of 
course.
